There was a constant stream 
of traffic but students were 
crossing the road anywhere, 
everywhere and at all angles, 
Quite a lot were held up by 
traffic in the middle of the 
road, Several boys were using 
the central median strips as 
a bike track, 


Noted were the following 
incidents which represented 
but a smali proportion of 
offenders— 

8,35 a,m,: bus stopped and 
several students alighted at 
entrance to subway—most 
used the subway, but three 
boys and two girls walked: be- 
hind the bus and across the 
road; . 


840 a.m,: two primary 
school children scuttled over 
Millers Road near the corner 
of McArthurs Road; .

845 am,: a_ six-year-old 
primary school girl ran from 
the entrance of the subway 
across the road,

W. L. J. Crofts was 
the lone councillor who voted against imposing a.fine.

Indecision 


After fitstly giving approval to the 


construction of the’ 


breakwater at Sea- 


holme it now appears the Public Works 
Department wants the project deferred. 


In a letter to ‘the Lands 
Department (a copy of which 
was forwarded to Altona Shire 
Council) the Public Works De. 
partment said, ‘Concerning 
the proposed construction of a 
breakwater at Altona, I de- 
sire to inform you that it is 
the view of this Department 
that any further action re. 
garding the proposed break- 
water should be deferred at 
this stage pending the Gov- 
ernment’s decision on the for- 
mation of the Port Phillip Ad- 
visory Committee.” 


At the council meeting on 
Tuesday night Cr H. W, Lee 
moved that a letter be sent 
to the Public Works Depart: 
ment asking why the matter 
should be deferred when pre- 
viously the Department had 
told the council to go ahead 
with construction of the break- 
water, 


Cr Lee also expressed lack 
of confidence in the proposed 
Port Phillip Advisory Com- 
mittee. He said the Commit- 
tee would have no executive 
power, It can only investigate 
and report, Such reports 
when they reach parliament 
generally get no further. 


. He said: the Committee 
will spend three years com. 
piling a report which will 
remain in the House 20 


years, 





Cr Lee suggests that the

materials now available be. 
cause of nearby works would 
have to be obtained later, on 
possibly uneconomic terms. 


He said if the council can- 
not proceed now it may never 
be able to do so, 


The decision has been made, 
the council has the resources 
and should use them commen. 
ted Cr Lee, 


He said the Departmént 
should be asked if they are 
prepared to pay the extra cost 
of materiais purchased at some 
future date. 


Cr Lee said it appears the! 


council is not getting service 
from government departments, 
Obstacles are preventing the 
council from doing anything. 
The boat ramp at Seahoime is 
another example. 


Construction of it has been 
held up for six months while 
council waits approval of this 
plan, : 


Cr Lee said the council 
needs to Know if they can 
build the breakwater or not, 


Cr A, W. Bond agreed and 
seconded the motion to write 
to the Department asking why 
the matter should be deferred. 
The motion was carried,

Introducing the motion to 
fine the non-voters Cr H. W. 
Lee said the percentage of the 
votes cast—65%—at the last 
election was very poor, 

He said in past years let- 
ters have been sent to offen. 
ders and they were let off with 
this warning. But it appears 


‘from results of the last two 


elections that people are not 
considering the matter seri. 
ously, 


Cr Lee said he feels it is 
necessary to send a letter to 
all non.-voters asking why 
they-should -not be, fined, He 
suggested if they fail to reply 
an immediate fine should be 
imposed, If a satisfactory re- 
ply is received the non-voter 
should be reprimanded, If 
the explanation is not satisfac- 
tory impose a fine, 


The fines are not to go into 
council revenue but be set 
aside and allocated to chari- 
ties—particularly local chari- 
ties, 

Cr Lee said the right to 
vote was a hard won right 
and a privilege which is not 
appreciated or valued by some 
of the voters, but which should 
be cherished, 


He said the council, after 
years of trying to do the right 
thing, must take action, Cr 
Lee considers a moderate fine 
for abusing their privilege may 
jog the thinking of non-voters 
and make them realise they 
must cast their vote, 

In reply to a question from 
Cr Crofts, the Shire Secretary 


(Mr J, W, Waters) said four! . 


years ago the conncil wrote 
to all non-voters pointing out 
fines could be imposed on 
them but no further action 
was taken, The next year 
there was no election, 

For three years there was 
no voting for council elections 
and this is considered to 
partly explain the drop in 
votes at the last two elections, 


Cr Crofts considers the 
fine a little unfair, He 
thinks there are many new 
Australians who possibly are 
not used to compulsory vot. 
ing, 

He said he was more in 
favour of a letter in the nature 
of a warning and pointing out 
that voting is a privilege.’

In the minds of many, Australian foot- 
ball ranks highest as a-winter pastime and 
attraction.

Providing it-is not anti-social there is 
no doubt that the essences of an ideal sport 
are the benefit satisfaction and pleasure it

Soccer’ and hockey, two other winter 
sports with a strong entree in Altona, have 
certainly high marks in these regards. 

Soccer, which has developed rather late 
in Altona, owes much to the perseverance of 
a few enthusiasts. It is a sport which calls 
for much from its addicts. To see an ex- 
perienced player doing things with the ball 
is to watch a skilled artist at work. 

To say the least also there is never any 
question about the enthusiasm or even the 
exuberance of its supporters. 

Four soccer teams take the field each 
week. The Altona team, the reserves, and 
the players of the future, the under 16’s and 
under 12's. : 

Hockey is strongly represented in Al- 
tona. Its adherants are persuaded that it is 
the sport that calls for the greatest individual 
effort and achievement without in anyway 
léssening essential team work. As a specta- 
tor-sport one would suggest that it lacks the 

_ fascination of the flight of the air-borne 
ball (a psychological advantage of football 
and soccer), Nevertheless hockey ranks high 
in its attraction to onlookers. 

The fact that Altona Hockey Club has 
eight men’s and boys’ teams and three ladies 
teams in varied grades, including under 16, 
under 14 and under 12 grades, speaks for 
itself. : 

What we have said of football applies 
equally to soccer, hockey and.other sports. 
Behind the tears in the field are they whose 
continued interest and assistance make those 
teams. possible. The true enthusiast of any 
of these sports will be more than a spectator. 
He will feel himself a part of the team if he 
does or gives what he can to aid it. 

. That all winter sports are giving em- 
phasis to developing under age teams is com- 
mendable. They may be thinking of the 
future but in the present they are provid-. 
ing necessary healthy activity for the young. 

‘Also commendable, but often over- 
looked is that among the ‘many concerns of 
Altona councillors they have been able to 
ensure that so numerous clubs and varying 
sports have the necessary playing fields and 
other facilities.

Never Carry Petrol 
in Plastic Cans 


An. explosion which occurred 
recently in a motor car in'a 
Melbourne suburb gives point 
to repeated warnings by the 
oil industry that motor spirit 
should never be carried in 
plastic containers, 

In the Melbourne incident 
the car driver had placed a 
plastic container full of motor 
spirit on the front seat of his 
car, When he used the car’s 
cigarette lighter ‘the petrol 
fumes which had escaped from 
the plastic container ignited. 
The fumes and the plastic con- 
tainer exploded, destroying the 
car and injuring the driver. 

The Petroleum Information 
Bureau (Australia) says that 
the use of plastic containers 
for carrying motor spirit is 
dangerous at any time but it 
is especially so in high summer 
temperatures when the in- 
teriors and boots of cars he- 
come very hot. 

High temperatures result in 
leakage of petrol vapour from 
plastic containers and fumes 
from this leakage can cause 
an explosion or asphyxiate the 
oceunants of a car. Similar 
dangers exist in boats and in 
confined’ spaces such as gar- 
ages, tool sheds and out- 
houses, ‘ 

Plastic containers may be 
used with perfect safety for 
the carriage and storage of 
kerosene and liquid detergents 
but they should never be used 
for carrying motor spirit.

Serious structural weakness 
ean develop in modern cars 
through rust, In most present 
day cars the body acts as the 
chassis and such weakness re- 
sults from the rusting of com- 
paratively thin metal,

dangerous rusting not obvious 


from underneath, can develop
